Courſe is interrupted, and they have a 
fair Opportunity before them of repent- 
ing, and making a much better Prepara- 
tion for another World than Sicknc{s 
Will generally allow; in which, eicher 


chrough the Shortneſs or Sharpneſs of the. 
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Diſtemper, or the flattering Hopes of Re- 
covery, or want of Opportunity and ne- 
ceſſary Helps, wicked Men ſeldom come 
to a true Repentance ; but as Sickneſs 
finds them, ſo Death generally carries 
them away. The Opportunity there- 
fore of a true Converſion is ſo much 
greater before a Violent Death than a 
Natural, that notwithſtanding the Un- 
happineſs and Terror, it mutt certainly 
be acknowledg'd an Effect of a moſt pro- 
vidential Mercy; and I don't quettion, 
many have come by this Way to 2 true 
Senſe of their Sins, and a happy End, 
who otherwiſe would have been fur- 


priz'd in their Wickedneſs, and periſn d 
everlaſtingly. It is a Mercy likewiſe to 


all others; ſince the certain Knowledge 
of Death obliges them to a much ſtrong- 
er, and more undiſturb'd Application, 
than is generally practis'd when the 
Time is not determin'd ; that Uncertain- 
ty, which God has ordain'd with a De- 
ſign of obliging us to a perpetual Watch- 
fulneſs, being generally abus'd and, made 
the Occaſion of very prejudicial Neglects, 
even to the hazarding of our Eternal Lot, 

It being thus Eaſie to diſcover great 
Effects of Mercy, under the Misfor- 
tune of Continement and Violent 
Death, it ought. to be their Princi- 


pal 
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2 Buſineſs, who come into theſe 
ircumſtances, not to Neglect it, but 
make the beſt Advantage of it they 
are able, fince whatever Time they 
then loſe is itrecoverable. Uſing 
therefore all poſſidle Endeavours to 
ſuppreſs immoderate Solicitude, and 
all manner of Diſquiets, they are 
to conſider their preſent Bulineſs, 
and permit nothing to take them otf it:
